Yukon  River.  Some  iif  the  richest  tiiids  have  been  made  on  the  Honanza,  and  on  all  the  creeks  in  this  (|iiarter  ri<  h  strikes  have 
been  reported,  (leorge  W.  Carmack,  a  white  man,  was  the  tirst  one  to  take  advantane  of  the  niniors  set  afloat  by  the  Indians,  and 
in  IHH7  lie  located  a  mine  in  thi;  plate  whidi  was  afterward  named  by  the  miners,  Uonanza  Creek.  \'arions  estimates  have  licen 
made  of  the  value  of  the  cold  in  the  lionanza  (bstrict,  and  it  is  >;enerally  conceded  that  it  will  |iroduce  not  less  than  860,(XKJ,0U0. 
The  lionanza  is  but  one  of  many  similar  creeks  in  this  region,  and  all  have  combined  to  make  it  a  land  of  gold. 


ICI-;  IN  1  IlK  Vl'KON  IIKIJIW  DAWSON  CI  TV.— Tliis  [iliiit(ij;raph  was  taken  when  the  Yukon,  which  ilischarK'cs  athinl 
iiiure  water  than  the  Mississi|i[)i,  was  stniK>;liii>;  tii  throw  off  its  wintry  coat  of  ice.  The  currents  of  the  Vnkon  are  very  powerful, 
and  when  winter  lias^'iven  place  to  almost  tropical  suinnur  months,  tlie  ice  disappears  nearly  as  fast  as  it  formed  at  the  command 
(if  the  first  chilly  blasts  of  Kin^  I'rost.  The  Yukon  River  crosses  Alas-ka  from  east  lowest  and  empties  into  the  Pacihc  a  little 
south  of  liehrinj;  .Strait.  It  can  be  navigated  with  large  steamers  for  2,;i00  miles,  without  a  break.  It  is  from  live  to  twenty  miles 
wide  for  over  &00  miles  from  its  mouth,  and  the  tide  sweeps  up  200  miles.    The  source  of  the  river  is  in  British  Territory.

The  gold  fitid  here  brought  about  a  great  rush  at  the  time,  atid  the  strikes  on  Hirch  Creek  caused  the  gold  craze  that  followed.
